b. Further report on SFS attempt to approach Bluha of CADROIT 
staff through his Bast Berlin residing brother, Schwabe* SFS had 
given Schwabe repeated EEI’s to increase rapport with Bluha and 
find out who else is living in his apartment. When asta d by SFS, 

S# bad given his opinio again that efforts to induce Bluha to go 
Bast are ftaartm in vain. Whma S. queried whether or not he 
should now make a recruitment pitch to Bluha, the SFS officer answered 
that this would be premature at this stage* We can therefore expect 
more fencing around* Full report attached* For CART* 

c* Arrest report on Brigitte Herman, born 16/10/26* a CADROIT 
UA« last contact with CAIROIT was on 7/3/52 (with Hansen) j nothing heard 
from her since* CADROIT recently learned that Ml was arrested during the apt 
approx niddle of toy 1955 end received 8 year sentence, is now supposed 
to be in the Stollbcrg/Hoheneck jail* The arrest was supposedly 
connected with the fkwnam Ml's brother who is nwr in the BR end 
Trr*" r supposedly Mad been connected with an "Western IS"* Further 
details not known now* tA ttanqpi COliEHTi Although the HA had been 
in touch with Dr. Linse's section, the date of the arrest plus lack 
of any indication whatsoever of any sort of SFS playback action 
since her last contact with CADROIT a nd her ar r i s t Indicate rather clearly 
that the arrest had nothing to do with CAIROIT activity* There has 
been no CADROIT activity on the part of this 111 since March 1952* 

FURTHlR COMMENT i This case is aatkx worth noting from another angle* 

CADROIT has tree ed the case as a 'CADROIT arrest* even though there is 
every Indication that the arrest had nothing to do with CADROIT* The case 
is not an isolated one* Review of previously reported arrests shows that 
CADROIT claims "credit" for the arrest of any person^ registered as a 
Kitar belter, without regard to whether the arrest appeared io he due to 
or connectodwlth clrttHH aotlvltyor not^ andwiihout regard io ihs 
decree to ufaich the Ml had bey motive * fry "claiming credit*. It la meant 
ihal whenever CaSRoH hears of auchTn arrest, there is an investigation 
and report to KUBARK* Review of previously reported arrests 

shows that a substantial proportion appear to have been unconnected with 
CADROIT activity. It Is hard to give a precise figure for the proportion 
represented by these arrests, however, since quite often the real reasons 
for the arrest are not clear.

e* JVagebogen on new employee, sec'y Svea DENNINOHOFF, b. 191U i n 
Hamburg. This name immediately struck a bell with £T "7 . She was a 
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former CADRQWtf 7-Man, or connected with a former CADROWN V-^^an. In 
addition, her name had been noted by chance some tine ago in the 90B 
Registry files* tattuxttNi In order to warn CAR BO to give extra 
scrutiny to D., CLJ noted that he had heard the name somewhere in 
some connection ana wanted to give the woman more than average scrutiny 
(rather than play it too co*y and keep CARBO in the dark completely*) 

CARBO thereupon commented that D#*a mother was a Swedish citizen who 
resides in the DDR* D. had owned a hotel on the Ostsee coast in RMgen 
and had been arrested in connection with the well-known hotel 
confiscation action earlier conducted in t his area* CARBO did not see 
any reason to think that D* had been Spitaelverpflichtet during her 
arrest, however* CARBO then noted that she "night hadtfsubmitted some 
reports re the old B-Abt* (CADROWH) in connection with CA ’-'AI" . CARBO 
was not too sure on the connection with thffe-Abt, if any* It was arranged 
that D* would not be disturbed in her present position, 
but that a good check would be conducted without delay, and that sfesaa 
/CARBO would keep his eyes open re her work, access to material, etc#

CARBO reported orally that* 

a. More police had been assigned to the C ADROIT grounds as a result 
of the letters to the police* There are now 3 men available during the day 
(2 plus one relief) and 3 men available after 2000 with a two man relief* 

b* CARBO noted 7 arrests reported in TSgl* Rund* for 9/6/55* None 
had been connected with CADROI' • 

c* Foraew UA 100, who had been turned over to the police some 
time ago, had had to flee to ^estfcerlln. Re had worked in a small 
branch VOPO office In East Berlin, which had been noved recently* 

The office chief had carelessly left some classified materials in the 
old office* The new occupant of the office had burned the material* 

The incident bed led to a a—pafti survey/lnventoiy of classified 
material issued to the office, which uncovered the fact that some of 
the material issed to the office had been taken out of circulation 
fbr some periodes of time* 11 VOPO including 100 had come under suspicion, 
been arrested, interrogated, etc* 100 had been arrested for approx* 10 days, 
then released* When his wife visited him In jail, he had been able to 
get instructions to her to secure the TAD Issued Ausweie which be tad 
hidden under s stone In his cellar and destroy it* The wife did eo* 

It should be noted that thorough house searches ef all suspects had 
been made; the MfcWttMli VOPO/SFS had failed to find 100* s 
hidden Auawwlo/which was very fortunate, since its number Is listed 
in the VOPO fhhndungsbuch) * The SFS had become quite auspicious of 
100 on general principles, however, when examination of wartime pictures 
iam PC an an album showed a number of busts of Stalin with the heads 
shot off and similar items (shooting of partisans, etc . ) • 100 
was summarily fired, although the investigation started by the inventory 
of classified material was not yet ended* He fled to Jest Berlin* 

The wife is still in the East, hopes to come out later* BACKGROUND!
